worked by Pafis carpenters shall. 

Pray that a Bavarian hop grower, armed in a 
quarrel in which he has no heart, shall outmarch

REPLYING TO THE rRacunay 
FEDERATION.

America, he 
goes on to say, is not a product of an 
aristocracy of brains, nor simply the 
millions ‘of voters of average intelligence, 
but of all working together, "The mod- 
ernity of Dr, Snedden is unquestioned, 

(2) The men who advocate junior high 
schools and‘intelligence tests are not op- 
| posed to*tax reform, These things will 
require more, not less, expenditure on 
public education. Dr. Buckingham, for- 
merly of the University of Illinois, and 
a most competent observér, has recently 
written: “The fact is, however, that 
since the stan@ardization [testing] move- 
ment in the sense in which we usually 
recognize it began to develop in school 
work some ten or twelve years ago, great- 
er respect for individuality, greater def- 
erence to initiative, and greater appre- 
ciation of personality has been shown 
than was ever shown in the history of 
education. It is not without significance 
that the intelligent training of physical- 
ly and mentally handicapped children has 
been ¢arried to its present development 
precisely during the period of the meas 
urement movement.”—Journal of Educa- 
tional Research, June, 1924, 

(3) The vital issue seems to be stated 
in the form of a question: “ Will the 
establishment of the junior Kigh schools 
in Chicago mean that larger numbers of 
Chicago scheol children will be side- 
tracked from the ninth grade in the 
junior high school tnto industry and away 
from the high school?
